TO BEGIN THEIR TRAINING. THEY ARE ALL IN GOOD HEALTH AND

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SPIRITS. WHILE WE ARE, OE COURSE, GLAD THAT THE VOLUN- 
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TEERS, AS A RESULT OF EFFORTS MADE THIS WEEKEND, ARE

WERE DETAINED. WE HAVE ASKED FOR A FULL REPORT OF THE
